BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF TEXAS:

SECTION 1. Section 434.153, Government Code, is amended to
read as follows:

SECTION 4. Subsections (b), (c), (d), (e), and (f), Section
434.154, Government Code, are repealed.

SECTION 5. This Act takes effect September 1, 2013.
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
